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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-3 and 7, drawn to a conductive carbon composition. 
Group II, claim(s) 4-6, drawn to a process of making a carbon composition. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The process of group 
two involves metallizing the exterior surface of a Binder wherein Group I article does not 
have a metallized exterior surface. 

3. During a telephone conversation with Kathleen Tyrrell on 1 1/1/2006 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 1-3 and 7. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 4-6 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), 
as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gamble 
(US 3,702,592). 

6. Gamble teaches a material which can comprise (an organo-metallic complex) 
molybdenum hexacarbonyl (column 4 line 40-45), with a binder added comprising 
phenol-formaldehyde resin and a heat transfer material, (carbon material) graphite 
(column 4 line 45-55). The molybdenum hexacarbonyl is a preferred organo-metallic 
complex by applicant (bottom page six of instant specification), the binmder is the same 
as recited by applicant (also page 6 instant specification), as well as containing graphite 
and substantially similar composition as applicant's exemplary embodiment. Given the 
substantially similar composition one would expect the disclosed composition of Gamble 
to inherently have similar properties (i.e. electrical conductivity). 

7. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Gamble (US 3,702,592). 

8. The composition of Gamble is capable of functioning as a fuel cell separator. In 
the alternative it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the 
composition of Gamble in a fuel cell because it would exploit known characteristics of 
resistance to heat and electrical conductivity commonly associated with carbon 
composites (such as those containing phenol resin, graphite, and organo-metallic 
complex).
